Katie Banister—a quadriplegic since 
1990, when she was involved in an 
automobile accident— recently gave an 
inspiring speech to students at Romu- 
lus High School. The motivational 
speaker on disability education stressed 
the goal of "access for all" during her 
informative presentation. 

Banister began by telling students 
about her ordeal after the accident. She 
endured many surgeries, years of physi- 
cal therapy, and lengthy legal battles. 
Later, overcoming her own difficulties 
motivated her to try to help others in 


similar situations. The organization she 
created — Access-4-All — was so suc- 
cessful that she was named a winner of 
the St. Louis Women of Achievement 
award in 2001. 

Before wrapping up her presenta- 
tion, Banister encouraged her listeners 
to treat disabled people with courtesy. 

"It's easy to get in 'put-down' mode 
and say things that will really hurt a 
disabled person while trying to be a 
jokester for your friends — but, | implore 
you: think twice and don't do it," she 
said.

them to strengthen their own educa- 
tional offerings." 

The first RCS program recognized 
by the MASB fell under the "Serving At- 
Risk Students" category. Dubbed "Body 
Phonics" byits originator, Wick Elemen- 
tary resource teacher Chris Consales, 
the program uses storytelling, picture 
drawing, and hand signals to link sounds 
to letter shapes for young students who 
are having difficulty learning to read. 
Consales illustrates her program's ef- 
fectiveness by pointing out that 87% of 
Wick's fourth-graders passed the 2005 
Michigan Education Assessment Pro- 
gram (MEAP) in reading, writing, and 
English language arts (ELA). 

An MASB "Community Relations" 
award went to Merriman and Wick ele- 
mentary schools for their cooperative 


arrangementwith the Boys & Girls Clubs 
of Southeastern Michigan, which pro- 
vides after-school educational, recre- 
ational, and social activities for more 
than 550 Romulus students weekdays 
until8:30 p.m. Merriman principal Shellie 
Moore and Wick principal Debbie Juriga 
noted that Romulus was one of the first 
school districts in the country to work 
out such an arrangement, in which the 
district provides facilities and after- 
school bus transportation, and the club 
provides supervisory personnel. 

An MASB "Health & School Safety" 
award was garnered by Barth Elemen- 
tary for physical-education teacher Shei- 
la Stasak's STEP (Students and Teach- 
ers Exercising with Pedometers) pro- 
gram, through which Barth staff mem- 
bers inspired students to learn healthy 
lifestyle habits. Using pedometers en- 


couraged students to begin thinking 
about exercise outside of the traditional 
gym-class setting, and helped the school 
more than double the number of students 
who passed district fitness assess- 
ments. Students who participated in 
STEP had their names (along with the 
distance that they walked) recorded on 
"footprints" in the hallways. They also 
sharpened their math skills through ac- 
tivities such as graphing their pulse 
rates, keeping track of their progress to 
date, and setting future goals. 
Romulus High School earned an 
MASB "Service Learning" award for its 
"Senior Project" program, which requires 
each senior atthe schoolto prepare and 
complete a project on a socially relevant 
issue as part of his/her graduation re- 
quirement. According to teachers Sere- 
na Kessler, Monica Lewis, and Jaime 


Nelson, who accepted the award at the 
MASB ceremony, students mustlearna 
skill related to their chosen project, per- 
form a community service, and prepare 
a multimedia presentation for peers, 
parents, and community members. The 
program is intended to help students 
become more responsible citizens and 
prepare them for future work in college 
or other training programs. 

Finally, Romulus and Southgate 
shareda "Health & School Safety" award 
in the alternative-school category. A 
Romulus—Southgate Coalition created 
asurvey that analyzed student smoking, 
alcohol use, and sexual behavior. The 
Coalition then organized and executeda 
Community Health Fair that drew over 
300 students. Accepting the award on 
behalf of Romulus was Community High 
School principal Al Wilkerson. Q

ENVIRONMENTAL DISPOSAL SYSTEMS, INC. 
ROMULUS, MICHIGAN 


Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS), has applied for a hazardous waste management facility 
operating license, for its aboveground storage and treatment facilities, from the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality (MDEQ). The operating license is required under Part 111, Hazardous Waste 
Management, of Michigan's Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Act, 1994 PA 451, as 
amended (Act 451), for EDS to operate its newly-constructed, 15-acre facility located at 28470 Citrin Drive, 
Romulus, Michigan. Before the MDEQ makes a final determination on whether EDS satisfies the licensing 
requirements, the MDEQ is seeking public input on a draft operating license for the facility. 


The EDS facility is permitted, under other programs, to inject hazardous waste waters from off-site 
generators into deep injection wells. The aboveground portion of the facility where hazardous wastes are 
Stored in tanks and containers and treated in tanks prior to disposal in the deep injection wells requires an 
operating license from the MDEQ. 


The MDEQ issued EDS a construction permit for the aboveground storage and treatment facilities in 
February 2001. An operating license for the aboveground portion of the facility is now required. The actual 
deep well injection of hazardous waste is subject to regulation by the United States Environmental Protection 
Agency pursuant to the federal Underground Injection Control Program. 


In deciding whether to issue the operating license, the MDEQ considers: (1) the adequacy of the application; 
(2) requirements for the design, construction, and operation of the facility; (3) whether the applicant has 
obtained all other environmental permits, licenses, and approvals necessary for operation of the facility; 

(4) the applicant's environmental compliance history; (5) whether the applicant has constructed the facility in 
accordance with the approved plans and specifications, and complied with the conditions in the construction 
permit; and (6) special operating license conditions necessary to address concerns raised by the public 
(limits on truck traffic, maintaining an alternate access road, training for emergency responders, etc.). The 
MDEQ does not reconsider the suitability of the facility location when deciding on the operating license, 
unless new information or standards indicate that a threat to human health or the environment exists, which 
was not known at the time the construction permit was issued. Also, the MDEQ cannot consider comments 
regarding operation of the deep injection wells that have already been permitted under other regulatory 
programs as part of the licensing process. 


The MDEQ has evaluated the operating license application submitted by EDS and considered each of the 
six items identified above. The MDEQ's preliminary determination regarding the issuance of an operating 
license is presented in a detailed fact sheet. At this time, the MDEQ is asking for comments from the public 
before a final decision is made. 


The draft operating license, fact sheet, and application may be reviewed at the Romulus Public Library 
located at 11121 Wayne Road, Romulus, Michigan; at the MDEQ’s Southeast Michigan District Office 
located at 27700 Donald Court, Warren, Michigan (contact Ms. Bonnie Pawloske at 586-753-3846); and 
at the DEQ’s WHMD office located at Constitution Hall, Atrium North, 525 West Allegan Street, Lansing, 
Michigan (contact Ms. Ronda Blayer at 517-373-9548). Information is also available on the Internet at 
http:/Awww.michigan.gov/deq by navigating to “Waste,” “Hazardous and Liquid Industrial Waste,” and then 
“Hazardous and Liquid Industrial Waste Management.” 


The public comment period for the draft operating license begins May 30, 2005, and ends July 15, 2005. 
Written comments will be accepted during the public comment period and must be postmarked by July 15, 
2005. In addition, a public hearing is scheduled for 7:00 p.m, on Thursday, June 30, 2005, at the Romulus 
High School Auditorium, 9650 South Wayne Road, Romulus, Michigan. The purpose of the public hearing» 
is to allow interested persons to submit comments regarding the draft operating license. Both oral and 
written comments will be accepted during the public hearing. Speakers will be asked to register at the public 
hearing by 7:30 p.m., and to limit their presentations to allow time for everyone who is interested in speaking. 
Persons with disabilities needing accommodations for effective participation in this public hearing should 
contact Ms. Blayer at the address below, or at 517-373-9548, at least one week in advance of the hearing to 
request mobility, visual, hearing, and/or other assistance. 


Before making a final decision on the draft operating license, the MDEQ will evaluate all comments received. 
The MDEQ will prepare a responsiveness summary addressing all significant comments, and identify how 
the draft operating license will be impacted. Information regarding the final decision will be communicated to 
all persons who submit written comments as well as all persons on the facility mailing list.
